A FELLOW CONSPIRATOR SUICIDES TO 
ESCAPE CAPTURE.

ST. PETERSBURG, March 7.—Degajeff, the 
Nihilist leader and murderer of the Chief of 
the Secret Police in 1883, has been arrested at 
Kostroma, the capital of the Government of 
Kostroma. When taken intocustody Degajeff 
was found lodging under an assumed name 
in the house of a Government official, 

A reward of 10,000 roubles has for a long 
time been offered for the capture of Degajeff. 
The Chief Instructor at the Kostroma Gymna- 
sium, who was suspected of being implicated 
with Degajeff, either in the actual murder or 
in the conspiracy, which led to it, committed 
suicide just as the police burst open the door 
of his room with the intention of arresting 
him. Anumberofother arrests have been 
made and sensational developments are ex- 
pected. 


The Irish Cause. 


LONDON, March 7.—The delegates who will 
represent the Parnell contingent will leave 
Sunday for America, The McCarthyites are 
having a hard time fixing up a delegation.

THE M’CARTHY-PARNELIZ LETTERS. 

LONDON, March 7.—The communications 
which have passed between Messrs. McCar- 
thy and Parnell in relation to the funds of the 
National League, which are in the hands ofa 
banker in Paris, were published in the second 
edition of the Times to-day. 

After several letters on the subject passed 
between Mr. McCarthy and Mr. Parnell, the 
former offered to agree toan arrangement by 
which a sum necessary for the immediate 
wants of the evicted tenants could be re- 
leased. Anagreement of this kind was neces- 
sary, as the money was deposited in the joint 
names of Messrs. McCarthy and Par- 
nell and the late Mr. Biggar. Mr. 
McCarty proprosed that the amounts 
withdrawn should be entrusted to Mr. Xavier 
O’Brien and Mr. J. J. Clancy for distribution. 

In the concinding letter of the veries, Mr. 
Parnell, who does not appear to have agreed 
to Mr. McCarthy’s proposition, states that 
until some definitive plan in regard to the 
funds is agreed upon, there are sufficient 
funds on hand to render the sale of any of the 
securities deposited in Paris, unnecessary. 
He expresses the hope that Mr. McCarthy 
will soon hold a consultation with his col- 
leagues in regard to the matter and that a 
permanent plan for the release of the funds 
will be agreed upon. 

A NEW ORGAN. 

DUBLIN, March 7.—The first number of the 
National Press, the new daily paper, devoted 
to the interests of the McCarthy faction of the 
Irish Parliamentary party, was issued to- 
day. The National Press, in ite leading edito- 
rial, announces that it will recommend that 
the policy of years past be pursued, as it re- 
sulted in a united Irish party. Further on 
the new paper characterizes the object 
of Mr. Parnell’s appeal for money as not 
being for aid for the evicted tenants, but to 
bring grist to the Parnellite mill. 

It is the intention of the McCarthyites to use 
the new paper in pushing their campaign 
against Mr. Parnell, which commences in real 
earnest to-morrow. 

The Freeman's Journal to-day publishes the 
first list of the Parnell leadership fund, the 
total showing a subscription in one day of 
£550 and points with pride to this response 
made in a few hours by its subscribers. 


Harsh Measures Against the Jews. 


Lonpow, March 7.—Notice has been re- 
ceived that Russian Consuls in foreign coun. 
tries are forbidden to affix in future their visa 
to passports of Jewish travelers of any coun- 
try, leading merchants and manufacturers 
excepted. This will debar foreign Jews, with 
the exception stated, from entering Russia, 
and will add greatly to the difficulties of Rus- 
sian Jews traveling abroad. The movement 
for colonizing the Jews in Palestine is meet- 
ing with considerable approval in London, 
the Duke of Westminster and other distin- 
guished people having agreed to patronize it. 
There isafair prospect that a large portion 
of Palestine will be occupied by refugees from 
Russian persecution, the Sultan having, it is 
stated, declared himself pleased with the

RIOT IN AN AUSTRIAN CITY 

VIENNA, March 7.—On election day a riot oc- 
curred at Kolomea in Austrian Galicia.

GREENLAND’S ICY MOUNTAINS. 


An Esquimau Lady’s Description of Her 
Native Land. 

Miss Olof Krarer, who is said to be the only 
esquimau lady in the United States, enter- 
tained a small audience inthe Union Metho- 
dist Church last night with a description of 
her native country, Greenland. Miss Krarer 
left Greenland for Iceland at the age of 18, 
and some years afterwards went to Canada, 
where she was educated in a missionary 
school. Still later she lived in Wisconsin, 
and is now on a lecturing tour. She is only 4 
inches in height. and weighs 120 pounds. She 
has black hair, a small mouth, large, expres- 
sive eyes, and an intelligent looking face. 
She has a good command of the English 
language, but speaks it with a peculiar accent 
and inflection. In her Greenland home 
they have six months of night, four 
months of sunlight and two montds 
oftwilight. They dislike the sunlight, as the 
ice and snow then blind the eyes so that they 
can scarcely see. Thetwilight seasonis the 
most agreeable, but in winter they get a good 
deal of light fromthe stars and the aurora 
borealis, and the moon also when it is above 
the equator. The most exciting portion of 
the yearisin the spring or summer, when 
the ice breaks and the seals, sea lions, whales 
and walruses gather about the air holes. The 
Esquimaux all turn out then—men, women 
and children—and doas much killing as they 
can. Bear also rush to the air holes to watch 
for fish, and the natives surround and kill 
them. Their houses are made of blocks of 
nowand ice, are about 6 feet high and 
are without doors or windows. The only way 
of exit and entrance is a hallway or tunnel a 
couple of feet high and only wide enough for 
one person to crawl throughatatime. They 
sleep in fur sacks with the head in the bottom 
of the sack and the whole family sleep hud- 
dled together like so many pigs. They burn 
offal for fueland light their fires by striking 
a piece of flint on a walrus tusk, letting the 
sparks fall on threads of dried meat. They 
grease their bodies with oil and fat, but never 
wash. The sick are allowed to die, as they 
are supposed to have evil spirits in them,and 
the aged are starved to death. A man must 
| steal the girl he wants to marry and if he is 
caught before he gets her safely to another 
hut he is killed, but if he is successful in this 
then he must kéep her. If he ever deserts 
her he is killed.

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SURE OF VICTORY. 


Republicans Confident of _ Streeter’s 
Election Next Tuesday. 


THEY SHOW NO ENTHUSIASM FOR Am 
48 A LEADER. 


The Voting Stilien and Only Solid Under 
Fear of Palmer’s Possible Election— 
The Oglesby Five Weaken and Will 
Support Streeter—Expressions From 
Republican and Democratic Leaders. 


SPRINGFIELD, HI., March 7.—The Senatorial 
fight is now practically settled, and when 
time is called for the last round on next 


Tuesday it is expected that the knock-out 
blow will be given, and A. J. Streeter be 
elected to the United States Senate on prob- 
ably the list ballot. The Palmer 101 are 
prepared for this ending to their gallant 
struggle, and content themselves with the 
thought that Streeter’s election will 
be almost as distasteful to the Repub- 
licans who elect him as to themselves. 
This is plainly a fact, and is accounted for by 
Gen. Palmer’s followers on the basis that the 
fight narrowed down to a point where the 
Republicans were caught between the devil 
and the deep sea. To save themselves from 
utter rout by the election of Palmer, they 
had to concentrate their forceson Streeter, 
under the dictation of the ‘‘Big Three,’’ and 
once in that position they had cause to fear 
that the least indication of a change of vote 
on their part would throw Moore and Cock- 
rell into the solid ranks of the 101, and result 
in the certain election of Palmer, This fear 
of F. M. B. A. defection from Streeter to 
Palmer is the sole cause of the Republican 
pressure brought to bear on the five Oglesby 
men, and the party whip was wielded yester- 
day to the one tune of Streeter to beat 
Palmer.“ 
A DISTASTEFUL CANDIDATE. 

This condition of affairs is significantly 
shown in the bearing of the Republicans to- 
wards the candidate thus forced upon them. 
There is an almost total lack of Streeter en- 
thusiasm. The voting yesterday Was sullen, 
though solid, the action of men who were 
simply choosing between what they consid- 
ered two eviis. When the joint balloting 
coased and a truce was afterwards arranged 
to last until Tuesday, so that the 
endorsement of Streeter by the Re- 
publican State Central Committee 
could exercise its irresistible influence upon 
the five outstanding Republicans, ‘‘Long’’ 
Jones, Chairman Fuller of the Republican 
Steering Committee and one or two other 
**neck-or-nothing’’ schemers were the only 
ones who showed any signsof satisfaction. 
At the Lelana Hotel, where the members all 
gathered after leaving the State House,there 
was one of the strangest sights probably ever 
witnessed in a political conflict. Gen. Streeter 
spentthe entire afternoon in the corridors 
and Republican parlors, and fully three- 
fourths of the time he was abso- 
jutely alone. There was not. one 
outbreak of enthusiasm, not one 
rally of supporters around him, and save for 
an occasional chat with an acquaintance 
whom he chanced to encounter in his pacing 
up and down, the probable winner in the 
great senatorial ight had as lonesome a time 
as could ever fall tothe lotof the worst de- 
feated candidate. Parlor No. 4, the Repub- 
lican headquarters at the Leland, is just 
around a turn of the hall from Parlor No. 5, 
the Democratic headquarters. Once during 
the afternoon the solitary figure of Streeter 
passed by both headquarters, and a member 
wearing the gold badge of the Palmer 101“ 
glanced at the significant picture with a ma- 
licious smile.

STREETER’S ELECTION ASSURED. 

Yet there isnot a doubt in any mind that 
when the Republicans reassemble next Tues- 
day it will be with Streeter’s election finally 
determined upon.

JEFFERSON City, Mo., March 7,—The Senate 
reapportionment bill was introduced this 
morning. The St. Louis re | tion is not 
changed, the city being allowed six Senators. 
The power of districting the city is placed m 
the hands of the Circuit Court, which imsures 
the election of Republicans. Three of the 
Democratic Senators from St. Louis hold 
over, however, 80 that the St. 
Louis delegation in the next Senate 
will be three and three. Four of 
the new districts are conceded to be Repub- 
lican with one doubtful, which the Democrats 
claim they will carry. There is one Demo- 
cratic hold over Senator for one of the Re- 
publican districts, so that in the opinion of 
the Democratic members of the committee 
that drafted the bill the next Senate will be 
composed of 28 Democrats and 6 Repub- 
licans. Only five districts of the State are 
unchanged by the bill, Jackson County is 
the only county that gains a Senator; in the 
future it will have two. 

Winkelman of St. Louis County, this morn- 
ing introduced a bill providing that all cities 
of over 300,000 inhabitants be required to pro- 
vide market places for the sale of farm pro- 
ducts. This is a measure that the farmers of 
St. Louis County are very anxious to have 
passed.

THE GOVERNOR’S MESSAGE. 

A message was transmitted to the Assembly 
by the Governor yesterday recommending the 
passage of a measure makingthe amount 
due the State from the general Government on 
account of the direct tax to be turned over 
to the State University in the shapeof an en- 
dowment fund. The tax referred to in the 
message was that imposed by an act of Con- 
gress approved in August, 1661. It 
was for $20,000,000 and was ordered for war 
purposes, each State and Territory having to 
bear its portion. Missouri’s share was fixed 
at $761,127.38. The State did not pay this 
money directly to the Government, but by an 
act passed in 1862 Missouri’s expenditures in 
enrolling, equipping and maintaining troops 
were authorized to be cregited-to her direct 
tax assessment. The State was also given 
the benefit of the 15 per cent reduction 
allowed in an act passed in 1862, The Gov- 
ernor figures out that the amount due the 
State without Interest is $646,958.83, and this 
he strongly urges should go toward the en- 
dowment of the State University.

don About Missouri Laws Which Ben- 
ator Cockrell Could Not Supply—An 
Obnoxious Law Repealed. 


A statement was made on the floor of the 
Senate during a debate on the last day before 
adjournment, by Senator Joseph R. Hawley 
of Connecticut, and the lack of information 
on the part of Missouri’s Senator made him 
unable to deny the statement, It was while 
debating the bill cutting down fees of pension 
attorneys, and Senator Hawley said: 

MR. HAWLEY’ S MISINFORMATION. 

„J would like to ask the Senator from Missouri, 
whether it be the case, as I am told by a reputable 
attorney, that the State of Missouri charges a soldier 
$2 — ge of the record of the soldier’s ser- 
vices

never heard of it, and I know nothing about it,“ re- 
plied Senator Cockrell. _ 3 

Mr. Hawleyt TL Willi ask my informant to prove it. 
All I know is that he says that a soldier in Missouri 
has to pay $2 for a copy of a record of his service. 

Mr. Cockrell: ‘‘The Adjutant-General of the State 
of Missouri is a Union soldier. Idon’t know of any 
law that would authorize him to make any charge for 
such services. There may be such a law, but, if so, 
I do not know anything about it. 


Mr. Hawley: I don’t think it can be the law, be- 
cause the Legislature of that State would feel 
ashamed to make a law of that kind. 

Mr. Cockrell: ‘*The present Adjutant-General, as 
I say, was a soldier in the Unionarmy and Ido not be- 
lieve would charge §2 forany such service. There 
may be some old records there that have to be certi- 
fied, and that may be charged for. But I do not be- 
lieve any such charge is made for any records of the 
last war.’’ 

IT HAS BEEN REPEALED, 

Though unable to say so positively, Senator 
Cockrell felt he was right, but could not quote 
from his fund of information about Missouri 
laws. Senator Hawley’s informant had some 
object, it is said, in giving the informa- 
tion he did, as it is false, and as every 
attorney isawarethe law was repealed two 
years ago. In 1875, when the demands on the 
Quartermaster-General and Adjutant-Gener- 
al’s office by the soldiers of the late war and 
claimants kept alarge force busy all day 
hunting up records, a law 
was passed with the intention 
of fixinga fee on all certificates, the fee to 
pay the expenses of the office and salaries. 
The law was passed duringa special session 
and was approved March 31, 1875. It fixeda 
fee of $2 on each copy of special orders m re- 
lation to the militia during the war. A cer- 
tificate of service or business of the office was 
$2, a certificate of military history of a pri- 
vate was $1, commissioned officers $2, and in- 
formation regarding supplies was 50 cents. 

It is said the Adjutant-Generals of the State 
for sOme years charged but $1 for any kind 
of certificate, and frequently charged but a 
notary’s fee in giving soldiers a certified 
copy of their military service. While the 
State Department was in session in 1888 the 
subject was brought up in a resolution by 
Mr. Leo Rassieur, Who moved that the body 
petition the State Legislature to repeal 
the law. The reco does not 
show what became of fhat resolution. 
The next year, 1889, Mr. Beneke, 
a lawyer, made the same resolution and acom- 
mittee was appointed to wait on the Legis- 
lature and explain that the fees collected by 
the Adjutant-General were not necessary to 
run the office, and the law Axing 
the fees should de repealed. The 
Legislature was in a repealing 
mood at the time, being engaged in reversing 
the statutes, and on June 15, 1889, the law was 
repealed. Hundreds of soldiers and citizens 
have since then received certificates from the 
office and have@een charged nothing for the 
labor of huntiagupand writing the records. 

Thomas B. Rodgers; Adjutant-General of 
the Missouri De ment, G. A. R., said: 
This was the only state to have a law of the 
kind up to 1889, I communicate with the 
State officials of nearly every. State and get 
certificates,but am never charged for them.”

STOCKTON’S ESCAPE. 


Chiefs Harrigan and Desmond Deny OCer- 
tain Statements in Regard to It. 
Chief of Police Harrigan and Chief of Detec- 
tives Desmond deny in the most emphatic 
language the statements made in the morn- 
ing papers to the effect that Tom Stockton, 
who yesterday morning escaped from a gang 
of deputy sheriffs while on the way down 
from the Court of Criminal Correction to the 
jail, made his way to Twelfth street through 
the police headquarters. There are but two 
exits on that end of the building. One is 
through Maj. Harrigan’s private office, 
and the other through Mr. Desmond’s 
private apartment. These doors are 
not for public use, and are 
kept fastened by spring locks. They are but 
infrequently used by detectives and other 
headquarters men. Both Chief Harrigan and 
Chief Desmond were in their offices the entire 
morning and would certainly have noticed 
any such escape. Both know Stockton as an 
ex-convict and general thief, and would 
hardly permit sucha manto pass unchal- 
lenged. The story on its face is but a silly 
fabrication started with malicious intent. 
About noon to-day Sheriff Staed telephoned 
to Chief Deputy Larry Kickham at the Four 
Courts that he had decided to reinstate Dep- 
uties Moore and Wasser. He did not intend 
by this action to convey the impression that 
the men had been vindicated. He still held 
them responsible for Stockton’s escape, but 
thought dismissal was too severe a punish- 
ment when three other deputies, walked 
behind, every one of ‘whom should have no- 
ticed the escape. John Huttiger, the 
prisoner with whom Stockton was 
walking . ‘at the time of the 
escape, says Stockton slipped his cuff while 
on the landing half way down from the 
second floor. He noticed the move at the 
time, but was disposed to give his fellow 
prisoner a chance for his Hberty and made no 
outcry. The prevailing opinion at the Four 
Courts is that Stockton walked back up the 
flight of stairs to the second floor, passed 
through the Criminal Court - room, which was 
deserted at the time, and made his way to 
Eleventh street by use of the east end stairs.

MISSOURI CONGRESSMEN RETURNING TO 
THEIR RESPECTIVE DISTRICTS. 


The Republican City Committee Feeling 
Its Way Carefully to Avoid Mistakes— 
The Twelfth Ward Race forthe House 
of Delegates—General Political News. 


Six ot the fourteen Missouri Congressmen 
arrived in the city last evening on their way 
to their respective homes, The party was 
composed of Messrs. Mansur of the Second, 
Dockery of the Third, Wilson of the 
Fourth, Tarsney of the Fifth, Norton 
of the Seventh and Stone of the Twelfth. All 
but Stone have been re-elected to the Fifty- 
Second Congress. Messrs. Stone and Wilson 
left this morning and the others remained 
over to spend the day in the 
city. All seemed pleased that the 
days of the Fifty-First Congress 
and its ‘‘Reed’’ rules were over, and each 
and every one declared that he was going to 
devote his entire time to business other than 
passing laws and fighting force bills. 
NEW CONGRESSIONAL BOUNDARIES. 

Speaking of the re-arrangement of the 
Congressional district boundaries Congress 
man Tarsney, who feltina humor to discuss 
the matter, said that the Legislature would 
have to proceed with extreme caution when 
it came to mapping out fifteen districts. 
It wil! not do, he said, to attach too 
much reliance to the figures rolled up 
last November. There were thousands 
of Republicans who did not 
vote at all as the figures will show if they are 
carefully studied. The district 1 represent is 
composed of Jackson County, including all of 
Kansas City, Johnson and Lafayette counties. 
This district has deen carried by 
Republican candidates, even though 
a Democratic plurality of over 5,000 was 
registered at the last election. Jackson 
County according to the official census re- 
turns lacks a few thousand of having enough 
population for a Congressional seat. 
With Lafayette County added the district 
can be considered safely Democratic.’’

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II IS MANDATORY. 


SHAW TRUSTEES MUST TEAR DOWN AND 
REBUILD THE CITY RESIDENCE. 


Judge Klein Construes a Peculiar Clause 


tees under the will of Henry Shaw. must take 
down the house occupied by Mr. Shaw as his 
‘city residence’’ atthe southwest corner of 
Seventh and Locust streets, and re-erect the 
same on Tower Grove avenue, on a site by 
them to be chosen. Thisis under a peculiar 
provision of Mr. Shaw’s will. He desired 
this removal of the house to be done by the 
trustees, and appropriated * in his 
will $10,000. 

The trustees on investigation found that 
the wrecking, removal and rebuilding of the 
house would cost nearly $17,000, and when 
it was accomplished there would be 
no use towhich the building could be put 
that would justify the outlay. They asked 
the court to decide these questions: Is the 
clause of the will mandatory? Are they lim- 
ited to a cost of $10,000 in making the re- 
moval? Can they alter the interior pian of 
the house to make it fre proof and to adapt it 
to the uses of a herbarium and ces? Judge 
Kleip decides that the clause is mandatory and 
the oval must be made at any cost, that 
the $10,000 appropriated out of tite corpus of 
the estate is not the limit of cost of the re- 
moval, but the trustees may appropriate 
funds out of the income ofthe estate to pay 
the cost in excess of the $10,000 appropriated 
in the will, and that while they may make 
the building fire proof in its re- erection 
they may not alter its interior or 
exterior plan or design. The Judge 
admits that the requirement of Mr. Shaw is 
burdensome and not likely to be profitable to 
the estate, yet holds that it is such a require- 
ment as he hadaright to make. He takes 
the view that Mr. Shaw designed the re-erec- 
tion of this house near the Botanical Gardens 
as a sort of monument to himself. 


Accepted His Resignation. 

The resignation of John Wickham as trustee 
under the will of Pierre Chouteau, Jr., was 
accepted in Division No. 2 of the Circuit Court 
to-day and F. X. Barada, who was joint 
trustee, is continued at sole trustee. Mr. 
Barada gave bond for $25,000. Pierre Chou- 
teau, Jr., was the father of Charles P. Chou- 
teau. He died in 1865, leaving besides his son 
Charles P. a daughter, Mrs. Julia Momtt, and 
a son of his dead daughter (Emily), 
Benjamin O. Sanford, as his heirs. He had 
deen in the fur business and trading with the 
Indians for many years and had amassed a 
considerable fortune. He was very oid and 
was for some years before his death totally 
blind. Much of his estate was in trading 
posts in the Indian country. He was also a 
member of the firm of Chouteau, Harrison & 
Valle, part owner of the Iron Mountain, 
owned a large amount of property 
in St. Paul, St. Anthony and Hast 
ings, Minn., and owned a great deal 
of land in St. Louis. In his will, as his grand- 
gon was inexperienced in business, he devised 
to a number of trustees, all of whom have 
since died or resigned, a number of parcels 
of ground and some money for the benefit of 
Benjamin C. Sanford, his widow, should he 
die, and his children. The trust was to con- 
tinue during Sanford’s life and the non-age 
of his children. Messrs, Wickham and Bar- 
ada had been made successors to other 
trustees named in the will. The Sanfords be- 
came dissatisfied with Mr. Wickham, but the 
cause of the trouble did not come outin 
court. Mr. Wickham’s petition to be re- 
lieved was peculiar though effective. 


An Unhappy Family. 


Katie Biermann to-day sued John H. Bier- 
mann for divorce. They were married May 
17, 1888, and separated March 22, 1890. Both 
had had other matrimonial experiences, Mrs. 
Biermann having three daughters by her 
former husband and John Biermann having 
two sons by his former marriage. She 
charges that John beat her, threw table ware 
at herhead, beat one of her daughters and 
caused her nose to bleed. He also failed and 
refused to support the plaintiff or his own 
sons, ieaving the latter and a helpless ward 
uponthe hands of his wife, who obtained 
money for her support out of her daughters’ 
estate.

Judge Klein made a temporary injunction 
against Justice of the Peace Patrick Kane, 
Constable John T. Dolan, C. Theodore Uhl- 
mann and Joseph Wachtel perpetual. Uhl- 
mann and Wachtel occupy offices in the old 
Times building, Broadway and Chestnut 
street. They sublet parts of their offices to 
Justice Kane. One of the tenants, E. J. 
White, objected to the presence of the Jus- 
tice’s Court in the building, and brought the 
action to compel the Justice to move. Uhl- 
mann and Wachtel’s lease forbade subletting 
without the consent of the owner of the 
building, and the owner aid not consent in 
this instance.

LINEMEN ON STRIKE. 


THE MUNICIPAL ELECTRIC LIGHT 00.’8 
TROUBLE WITH ENPLOYES. 


A Change in the Scale of Wages Oauses a 
Walk Out—The Strike May Extend to 
Other Gompanies—The Meeting To- 
Day. 


The linemen of the Municipal Electric Light 
& Power Co., about thirty in number, are out 
on strike, and thereis a probability that the 
strike will become general. The cause of the 
strike is a chenge in the rate of 
wages paid, which was  inagurated 
Thursday by Supt. Ayer, and which 
created such dissatisfaction that yesterday 
the force of linemen quit work and voiced 
their complaint against the Municipal com- 
pany. Heretofore the linemen have been 
paid at the rate of $60 per month, 
or practically $2.30 per working 
day. It is claimed by the company 
that there were many times when the line- 
men would be idle for several hours during 
the day, but that there was never any re- 
duetion made in their wages for that reason. 
The day’s work was considered as comprising 
ten hours. There were occasions, how r 
according to the Municipal management, 
when it was necessary for the linemen to 
work over time, and when this was done they 
invariably charged the company forthe extra 
service. This fact caused the change in the 
scale of wages. 

THE STRIKE BEGUN. 

On Thursday Supt. Ayer went to the plant 
of the company at Eighteenth and Papin 
streets, and notified the linemen that here- 
after they would not be paid on a monthly 
basis, but on the basis of $2.30 for a day’s 
work ot ten hours; that their wages would 
be docked for such time as they were not act · 
ually at work, and that they would be paid 
for all overtime work. There wrs only one 
gang of linemen absent when this announce- 
ment was made, and those who 
heard it made protest against 
the new system. But it appears 
that yesterday morning, having had time to 
talk the matter over, the linemen came to 
the conclusion that the change was likely to 
prove injurious to their interests. 
They reported at the Municipal 
Co.’s plant at the regular hour 
but instead of going to work they waited the 
arrival of Supt: Ayer. When he arrived 
the superintendent found four gangs 
of unemen with their wagons, etc., 
idle, and was informed that his 
terms were not satisfactory. The 
linemen had a proposition before him fora 
scale of wages at $2.50 per day, based upon 
the new system. 

REFUSED TO HEAR THEM. 

Supt. Ayer, it is stated, then notified the 
men that he would not treat with them as 
employes of the Municipal Co. as long as 
they remained idle, but that if they would go 
to work he would entertain any proposition 
they might make and endeavor to meet their 
Views as far as possible. The striking 
linemen refused to go back to work, 
and the strike then went into practical 
effect. Notalineman of the Municipal Co. 
went to work yeSterday, and none reported 
for duty to-day. Last night a meeting of the 
Linemen’s Union was held at their 
hall at Thirteenth and Biddle streets, 
and further preparations were made 
to continue the strike ifthe Municipal man- 
agement failed to come to time. A commit- 
tee of five ofthe strikers, headed by Presi- 
dent Miller of the union, was appointed to 
wait on Supt. Ayer and again request a reply 
to thelr own proposition.Another meeting was 
also called at the hall, Thirteenth and Biddle, 
for 2:30 o’clock this afternoon, at which their 
fellow linemen of the Missouri and Laciede 
companies were asked to be present. 

A SECOND CONFERENCE. 

At 11 o’clock this morning the committee 
from the linemen waited on Supt. Ayer and 
laid their proposition before him. The Su- 
perintendent made them the same reply as at 
first, declining to treat with them on any 
basis as long as they remained away from 
duty. The linemen were equally firm, and 
the breach was widened. It is said that 
they have assurances that all the electric | 
light linemen of the city will go on strike to 
enforce the demands of the Municipal em- 
ployes, and also thatthe telephone linemen 
have promised their support to the 
strike. It is probable that the meeting 
this afternoon will develop some important 
results. Should all the linemen go out on 
strike at once the result would prove decid- 
edly serious to the city and to business at 
large. 

Supt. Ayers of the Municipal company could 
not be seen to-day, but Secretary Kelly 
stated that the above facts covered the case. 
Mr. Kelly said that the only result ofthe 
strike so far had been considerable delay in 
new line work in the westeen part of the city, 
but thatno serious trouble would be caused, 
as there would be no trouble in filling the 
places of the strikers should they persist in 
staying out.. Nevertheless the company 
awaits the action at to-day’s meeting with 
considerable apprehension. Itis understood 
that President Miller of the Linemen’s Union 
is managing the conduct of the strike. It 
has caused no disturbance in the other work 
of the company and is confined strictly tothe 
linemen.

HARVARD'S PRESID IDENT, 


o. W. ELIOT, THE NOTED EDUCATOR, 
ARRIVES IN THE CITY. 


President Eliot of Harvard College and his 
wife arrivedin the city this. morning and 
were driven to the residence of Dr. and Mrs. 
Charles E. Briggs, where they will be enter- 
tained during their stay. President Eliot and 
his wife have made a rather extended tour of 
the West, They will spend until Tuesday in 
St. Louis and their friends and the graduates 
of the college over which Dr. Eliot presides 
will endeavor to make their visit a 
pleasant one. This morning the Har- 
vard Club will give a banquet at the St. Louis 
Club to President Eliot and Judge and Mrs. 
Adams will give a dinner party to Mrs. Eliot. 
They will visit the Botannical Garden to- mor- 
row afternoon, where they will be received 
and entertained by Prof. Trelease. On Mon- 
day morning a dejeuner will be given by Dr. 
and Mrs, John Green, and Mrs. James Rich- 
ardson will givea musicale to the distin- 
guished visitors on Monday afternoon 
and in the evening President Eliot 
will deliver. an address at Memorial 


Hall, which will be followed by a 
reception. In this manner he will dispose his 
time in St. Louis, and if the learned gentle- 
man does not bear with him tothe East a 
feeling of admiration for St. Louis it will not 
be because his admirers here did not try to 
show him how welcome he 1s. 
HIS VIEWS ON EDUCATION, 

Anumber of gentlemen called upon him 
this morning, and between thé calls he found 
time to be interviewed briefly on the subject 
of education. President Eliot has taken 
a position upon that subject which 
would make the old schoolmasters of 
Rugby and Eton stare with amazement. Rep- 
resenting such an institution as Harvard, he 
has been bold enough to declare that Greek 
and Latin are not necessary to the education 
ofayoung gentleman, and he is fortunate 
enough to have lived to see a departure from 
the ‘‘established order,’’ inaugurated by 
himself, recognized by other educators and 
by the people. When his very positive views 
on this subject were suggested this morning, 
he said: 

es. Harvard has made a departure, and 
her contention for years has been for two 
principal ideas, freedom in the selection of 
studies and individual instruction. Harvard 
offers fifteen, yes twenty-fivé times as 
much as any one man can avail himself ofin 
four years, and We believe that after a young 
man has reached the age of 18, and of course 
we receive but few under that age, he should 
be permitted to make his own selection 
from the studies offered him. We admit 
students without any knowledge of Greek, 
but we require instead of ita more compre- 
hensive knowledge of mathematics and the 
sciences. We contend that any study, not 
language alone, is good mental discipline and 
we give the degree of B. A. in any study; 
chemistry as well as Greek. But we require 
a student to show attainment during the four 
years in that study, whatever it may be. 

Wo have endeavored to promote individ- 
val instruction rather than class instruction. 
Instead of lecturing in chemistry, for in- 
stance, to 4 class’, we prefer to do our work 
individually in the laboratory and the stu- 
dents, besidés the laboratory work, write on 
the subject and lecture themselves. We 
recognize the difference in minds and strive 
to reach each one, instead of classing them 
all together, expecting them all to learn 
equally as well from a series. of lectures. 
These are the ideas on which we are working 
at Harvard and they have proved satisfactory 
to us and I believe to the people, for we have 
more than 2, 00 students every year.’’ 

Jo touch politics fora moment, President 
Eliot, you have been quoted as saying that 
you did not think Cleveland’s letter on free 
coinage would hurt him; that the people 
liked a brave man; have you been quoted 
correctly?’’ 

„Tes. That is what I believe. The people 
do like a brave man. Most politicians and 
public men refrain from expressing their 
opinions freely, because they are afraid of the 
people, and the people like one who is not 
afraid of them.’’ 

COMPLIMENT TO WESTERN EDUCATORS. 

In an address President Eliot paid a compli- 
ment to Western educators, which will no 
doubt be thoroughly appreciated. He said: 

1 have been looking for the last few weeks 
at some of the Western schools and colleges, 
beginning at Oleveland and moving west- 
ward. I have learned a good many things 
on my journey which have been of deep in- 
terest and much profit to me. Of course I 
have read much about these schools and have 
looked through their catalogues from time to 
time, but it is only by a personal experience 
that, after all, I have been enabled to gain 
anything like a true estimate of their char - 
acter. 

I have found a certain progressiveness in 
the Western schools I do not find in those of 
the East, and that progress is especially in- 
teresting to mealong the line of secondary 
education. 

The first general principle. in an educa- 
tion is the individualization of instruction, 
by which I mean the adaptation of instruc- 
tion to each individual mind. We used to do 
a great deal of averaging instruction, in- 
struction tended to reach the masses, and 
that has done some good. But there is a 
higher and better work—thé adaptation of 
education to the needs and aspirations of the 
individual. 

In college a teacher may, perhaps, have

In other words a child must study those 
things for which he has no aptitude, and 
those things for Which he has a liking he 
should let alone. This idea I believe to be en- 
tirely false, aud the reverse is true. I be: 
lieve that what a man can do best, he ought 
to so train himself that he can do it better.“

CORRIDOR CHAT. 


Tales Told by the Visitors to the Differ- 
ent Hotels. 


Last night a number of Missouri Congress- 
men, including Messrs. Dockery, Wilson, 
Norton, Mansur, Tarsney and Stone, arrived 
inthe city, on their way from Washington 
to their homes. Congressmen Tarsney and 
Dockery are quartered at the Lindell, and 
the rest are at the Laclede. In reply to a 
question, Mr. Norton of Troy, Mo., said: 
The Democrats can afford to be well satis- 
fled with the results accomplished by the last 
Congress. The force bill did not de- 
come a law and the McKinley bill led to the 
overwhelming defeat of the Republican 
party. The Democracy was never stronger 
than it is now, and is reasonably certain of 
electing the next President. But we must 
not forget that we have a fight on our hands, 
and cannot count on a walkover. AS to an 
extra session there seems no likelihood at all 
that one will be called; as there is no reason 
that it should be. Congressman Tarsney was 
of the opinion that the Democrats had gained 
ground that they could not lose. There 
would, he believed, be no extra session. Mr. 
Tarsney will remain to attend the Loyal 
Legion banquet this evening. 


This morning William C. Houghton of Abi- 
lene, Kan., arrived in the city and registered 
at the Southern. The excitement in refer- 
ence to the lands in the Cherokee strip is de- 
cidedly diminishing as far as Southern Kan- 
sas is concerned, Mr. Houghton said, and 
there are very few farmers going m. But 
from Oklahoma there is a continual influx, 
and from all accounts there must be fully two 
thousand claim jumpers in the slip. Troops 
were sent to clear them out last week, 
but their movements were watched, 
and nearly all who were on the 
line of march got out of the way, returning 
after the soldiers had passed. I myself and 
several who had vacated their claims and 
came to Abilene to obtain provisions, return- 
ing as soon as they received news that the 
troops had A peculiar fact about 
these boomers is that the leaders have been 
engaged in similar business for many years 
past. I have been a railroad contractor for 
many years and have constantly been at the 
end of the line. I therefore became well ac- 
quainted with a certain set of men who al- 
ways kept at the end of the 
line no matter where it moved to. They 
were a restless, improvident set, and seemed 
physically incapable of settling anywhere. 
They would build a few shanties at the end of 
the line, where there is always a good deal of 
business going on,and when the railroad 
advanced, would pull up stakes and follow it. 
The same men have gone from Kansas to 
Utah and New Mexico, following the railroad. 
For some years there have been no lines 
built, and these men have, at least in many 
instances, turned into land boomers. Ona 
trip thatI recently made to the Territory I 
saw aby number of my old friends who have 
taken up claims. They have no intention of 
settling on them, and admit that they only 
want to sell them.

NA Tonk, March 7.—A secret meeting of 
the representatives of railroads in the Trunk 
Tine and Central Traffic Associations was 
‘held on Thursday in the Grand Central Sta- 
tion, to consider the live stock tion 
problem and the position taken in reference 
to it by the Delaware, Lackawanna & West- 
ern. It was nota formal meeting and it was 
not held in the regular way, because the gen- 
tlemen who attended it wanted to discuss the 
Delaware, Lackawanha & Western road and 
felt that they could vent their views bet ter if 
the Lackawanna Were not represented. 

The latter road is accused of making more 
favorable terms to live stock shippers than 
There is no actual cut in 
rates, but there issome Kind of a chromo 
thrown in that attracts business from the 
Lackawanna competitors. President Sloan 
Was asked a short time ago to drop.the 
chromo distribution, but he declared that 
he had some chromo contracts outstanding 
and could not. Then a resolution was 
passed condemning these chromos in general, 
but admitting that since Mr. Sloan had prom- 
ised them he could not be interfered with un - 
til his promises expired. The matter was 
also referred to some sort of arbitration. 

After a time the other roads realised that 
this had not mended the business any, and so 
they held the meeting referred to. President 
Roberts and Vice-President Thompson of the 
Pennsylvania came over from Philadelphia to 
attend it, and the Lake Shore, New York Cen- 
tral, Grand Trunk and one or two other roads 
were represented. What was done at the 
meeting no one present would say, but one 
railroad man said he thought the meeting 
was held to put up some sort of a job on Sam 
Sloan, in order to equalize the live stock 
traffic, so that no line will have undue advaa- 
tage over any other. 

THE OHIO VALLEY. 

New YorK, March 6.—It is practically set- 
tled that the Ohio Valley Rallway will pass 
soon into the control of the Chesapeake, 
Ohio & Southwestern Rallroad. P. G. Kel- 
sey, President of the Ohio Valley, and C. P. 
Huntington of the Chesapeake road yester- 
day signed a memorandum of sale, which is 
subject to the approval of the stockholders. 
Little doubt exists, says the Tribune, that 
this approval will be given and in about sixty 
days the formal transfer will probably be 
made. The Ohio Valley has been open for 
business about two years and said to be earn- 
ne its fixed charges. It runs from Evans- 
ville, Ind., to Princeton, Ky., a distance of 
about 100 miles. ©. ©. Baldwin, who is in- 
terested in the Ohio Valley, said yesterday 
that the deal was a most advantageous one 
for the city of Evansville, opening it toa new 
outlet to the South. The acquisition of the 
road would bring Mr. Huntington’s road to 
the Ohio River and within 27 miles of Chi- 
cago. It virtually gave through connections 
and entrance into Ohicago to the Chesapeake, 
Ohio & Southwestern. It could not be 
learned what the terms of the transaction 


were. 
IN FAVOR OF THE SOUTHERN PACIFIC. 


Los ANGELES, Cal., March 7.—A decision has 
been rendered in the Circuit Court of the 
United States in the case of the United States 
vs. The Southern Pacific Railroad Co., the 
court giving judgment in favor of the rail- 
road, The case involves a large area of lands, 
claimed by the Government to have deen 
illegally patented to the railroad company by 
reason of being embraced in the limits of the 
Mexican grantof San Jose when the grant 
to the Southern Pacific Railroad was 
attached on April 8, 1871. The Government 
also claimed that the consolidation of the 
Southern Pacific with other railroad compa- 
nies was illegal and that the right to earn the 
grant by constructing the road could not pass 
by an assignment to a consolidated company. 
The court held together in favor of the rail- 
road on the latter point, but on the former it 
was divided, District Judge Rose holding 
against the railroad and Circuit Judge Saw- 
yer in its favor. Where the judges dissent the 
opinion of the Circut Judge prevails, and a 
decree therefore was rendered against the 
Government. J. H. Call, counsel for the Gov- 
ernment, at once gave notice of an appeal to 
the Supreme Court of the United States. 

DAMAGE SUIT SETTLED. 

* New York, March 7,—The suit for damages 
brought by Frederick Gebhart against the 
Erie Rallway for the killing of several of his 
horses and injuries sustained by his trainer 
in an accident on that road a couple of years 
ago, has been settled by compromise. The 
case was settled for $20,000.

The Oases to Test the McKinley Bill Will

GOULD WOULDN'T SERVE. 


How He Got Out of Jury Duty—Scored by 
the Judge. 

New York, March 7.—Jay Gould must find 
it a most expensive luxury in evading jury 
service. Early this week it was telegraphed 
from New York that Gould was on the sum 
mons, but refused to attend court. The 
deputy sheriff, whom the summons was given 
to serve, had a hard time in finding the rail- 
way magnate, but finally after several days 
of worry, he found his man at his office in 
the Western Union building and informed 
him that he must appear in Part II 
of the General Sessions. At the appointed 
time Gould failed to show up, and Judge Mar- 
tine took the case under advisement.

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WHO IS TO BLAME? 


Fixing the Responsibility for the Har- 
lem Tunnel Disaster. 


THE RELATION DIRECTORS BEAR TO THE 
OPERATION OF RAILWAY TRAINS, 


Danger of Serious Accidents From the Sys- 
tem of Heating Oars by Steam—The 
Value of Expert Testimony—Plans Pro- 
posed for the Safety of the Traveling 
Public. 


NEW YORK, March 7.—After the arrest yes- 
terday of Chauncey M. Depew, for alleged re- 
sponsibility for the Harlem Railroad Tunnel 
disaster, in which several people lost their 
lives, that gentleman appeared at the Coro- 
ner’s office and furnished a bond of $25,000 for 
his appearance in the future. Mr. Depew 
was accompanied by Cornelius Vanderbilt, 
who signed the bond, giving as security the 
building No. 1 West Fifty-seventh street. 
Messrs. Depew and Vanderhilt’s stay in the 
office of the Coroner was of brief duration. 
Frank Loomis, the attorney of the New York 
Central, having preceded them a half hour 
and seen to the preparation of the bond. 
After Mr. Depew’s departure from the office 
of the Coroner he was seen by a reporter, to 
whom he said: 

DIRECTORS’ RESPONSIBILITY. 

**What they propose is that the directors, 
as well ofthe people immediately in contact 
with the accident, should be held responsible 
for it—for murder, in fact. This is their 
proposition. If any of these gentlemen 
ever sat on any board of directors 
of a railway company, they Know that 
while the board of directors are thé 
final authority, yet, as a matter of 
fact, the expert business of operating the 
road is a matter that a board cannot attend 
to and if they attempt it they make a failure 
Of it. Thestockholders elect a board of direc- 
tors to manage the affairs of the company. 
They look after its finances and provide the 
means for furnishing it with equipment and 
with such things as the officers and engineers 
and superintendents and managers, who are 
experts and whom they employ, recommend. 
I do not think there was ever a case where a 
Board of Directors of a railroad company 
have refused to purchase or supply what the 
expert people, who are employed for that 
purpose, recommend them to get. A Board 
of Directors selected by the body of stock- 
holders to look after their interests can 
necessarily know nothing about signals or 
methods of car heating, the power of electric 
lights and the penetrating possibilities of 
colors in fog or smoke or darkness; but they 
employ the very best talent known or found, 
and pay very high salaries for ft, to inform 
them on these questions, and when the di- 
rectors have done that they have done all 
that a Board of Directors can possibly do. 
They say we ought to be hung for murder be- 
cause we have not electric lighting in the 
tunnel. Well, the Board of Directors had the 
testimony of men who were competent—they 
were competent themselves to speak on these 
subjects—that it confused the engineer; and, 
notwithstanding the recommendation of the 
Grand- jury, if, in the face of such testimony, 
they had adopted electric lights in the tun- 
nel and an accident had occurred, every one 

f the directors would have been indicted for 
anslaughter because they had done a thing 
which experts had told them would lead to 
just that result. 
THE HEATING PROBLEM. 

180 far as heating the cars is concerned, 
there is no railroad man in the United States 

who believes that up to the present time 
steam heating is any better or safer than the 
best and most improved kind of heating by 
stoves. Steam heating came into this State— 
I think it exists, if atall, in only one or two 
other States—under great pressure of public 
clamor. The New York Central, as soon as 
the law passed which gave the authority and 
also assumed on the part of the Legisiature 
the fesponsibility, obeyed the law and 
adopted steam heating. I have conversed 
since this accident with railway men, who 
were in my office yesterday from all parts of 
the United States and the ablest and most ex- 
pert men there are in the business, and they 
say that in the present condition of heating 
by steam they are in Constant terror of what 
may happen. 

the conditions are exactly these: You get 
a stove of the latest improved pattern. The 
coalis putinatthetop. The coal is hermet- 
ically sealed inside. The stove is anchored 
down to the floor so that it cannot be knocked 
over; and then itis confined in an iron or a 
zinc pen with an iron door. The car is not 
heated directly from the stove, but from hot 
water, which runs through pipes all around 
the car, and the water is heated by the stove. 
The only accident that cn possibly occur is 
that the stove in a collision shall be so 
smashed as to set fre to the car. Collisions 
are very rare in proportion to the number of 
trains that are runand the number of people 
who travel. They are so rare that the acci- 
dent companies all make fortunes out of in- 
suring men for $5,000 for 25 cents. The New 
Haven road, for instance, in, I think eighteen 
years, has had no accident from stoves, al- 
though it carries 12,000,000 of people a year.

A BIT OF SARCASM, 

It is very easy for a writer or a member of 
a jury sitting for a few hours a day listening 
to all sorts of testimony, to arrive at conclu: 
sions and upon them base suggestions for the 
safety of the traveling public on any partica- 
lar line. The value of these suggestions as 
against the judgment of men who spend their 
lives in the business and who are paid to pro- 
vide for and to adopt appliances for safety, 
isnothing. Iam sometimes tempted, when I 
read an editorial telling how the thing should 
be done on the road, and suggesting the 
‘remedies’ which we have tried and found 
did not remedy, to endeavor to get permis- 
sion of the directors to transfer to that 
journal the business of taking care of the 
safety of passengers, and we would pay the 
expenses. Theonly trouble in adopting the 
suggestion is that, asthe responsibility is 
upon the officers of the company, the officers 
would be hanged for murder, while the edi- 
tor would only be censured for misdirected 
enterprise.

THE HAMMOND LETTERS. 


Story of a London Detective Who Has 
Been Tracing Them. 

CHICAGO, II., March 7.—A special dispatch 
from Portiand, Ore., says: An English de- 
tective named Partridge recently secured 
possession of the famous letters of Charles 
Hammond of Cleveland street, London, but 
was a few days ago robbed of them by a man 
named Tyrrell. Officersarrived here in hot 
pursuit and expect to have Tyrrell under ar- 
rest in a short time. Partridge says he came 
direct from London with instructions to se- 
cure the letters at any price and at all haz- 
ards. He followed his man to Australia, 
then back to California and finally located 
him there. A dicker was made and a compro- 
mise effected wherein the holders were paid 
several thousands for the letters in question, 
a number of which were from noted 
persons in England.

By 
these he gained his confidence. Partridge 


explained to Tyrrell how matters stood and 


said the affair had been compromised, but 
still he had hopes of getting perfect evidence 
against Hammond and his gang. While at 
Sacramento these papers, which were kept 
locked up in a tin box and zealously guarded, 
mysteriously disappeared one night along 
with Tyrrell, who wasthe only person who 
knew what the box contained. A man an- 
swering the description of Tyrrell was. seen 
to leave Tacoma Wednesday for Portland.

CLUB MAY DO ANYTHING. 


Wallace of the Trotting Register in His 
Own Defense bley Ruled Off at 
Guttenburg—Base Ball, Pugilism and 
General Sporting News. 


New York, March 7.—The club owners of 
the National League,or the majority of them, 
are still in the city, and show no desire to go 
to their respective homes as everybody 
thought they would do after their long drawn 
out convention at the Fifth Avenue Hotel. 
Several conferences were held at the Hoft- 
man House and the Fifth Avenue Hotel yes- 
terday. Every effort was made to elude re- 
porters, and the appearance of a newspaper 
man would cause a stampede among the club 
owners. One not versed in the excessive se- 
crecy always adopted by the League men 
would have mistaken the club owners fora 
gang of conspirators plotting to overthrow a 
The more they confused the 
onlookers, the better they seemed to like it. 

The settlement of the Cincinnati problem, 
says the Tribune, is not so near completion as 
the League men would like the public to be- 
lieve. In fact, the situation in that city 
seems tobe more complicated than it was 
two weeksago. Then John T. Brush held the 
League franchise in Cincinnati, while no- 
body seems to know who holds it now. John 
T. Brush is said to have fallen into disfavor 
with the other club owners, which may ex- 
plain why the League appointed a committee 
of three on Thursday to look after the 
League’s interests in Cincinnati. It was de- 
n ſed at the time that a committee had been 
appointed. The men who have the Oinein- 
nati case in their hands are G. A. Abell of the 
Brooklyn club, J. Palmer O' Neill of the Pitts - 
burg and F. DeH. Robinson of the Cleveland 
club. Somethink that these will constitute 
an emergency committee whose duties may 
consist of considerably more than looking 
after the eighth clubin the League. It was 
hinted that the Association might send a 
delegation to meet thiscommittee and patch 
up peace between the warring factions. G. 
A. Abell telegraphed to Von der Ahe of the 
St. Louis club to come on to New York at 
once. When seen last night Mr. Abell said: 


That was merely a telegram relating to 


personal matters, and I cannot see how it 
became public except through some tele- 
graph operator who handled the dispatch. 
The matter has no significance, and I am 
sorry it has become public on account of the 
recent rumors regarding the Brooklyn club’s 
supposed desire to desert the League and join 
the American Association.’’ 

Has the League made any overtures to 
the Association, and would the Brooklyn 
Club join the Association?’’ 

No overtures have been made that I know 
of and so far as I know there will be no meet- 
ing of the League or its committee again this 
spring. As far as the Brooklyn Club is con- 
cerned anything might happen, .for nothing 
is impossible.’’ 

Mr. Abell at first evaded a direct reply. 

A. G. Spalding, John B. Day, C. H. Byrne, 
G. A. Abell, J. Walter Spalding, J. Palmer 
O’Neill, Alen W. Thurman, F. B. Robinson, 
F. DeH. Robinson and John T. Brush hov- 
ered around the hotels, but had little to say. 
Most ofthem denied that the League had 
any idea of abandoning Cincinnati and taking 
in St. Louis in place of it. 

A. W. Thurman is spoken of as the possible 
leader of the League faction in Cincinnati. 
The League is said to be displeased with John 
T. Brush because of the firm grasp he retains 
on the strings of his Hoosier pocketbook. 

NOT COMISKEY’S STYLE. 

The Cincinnati Enquirer published the fol- 
lowing dispatch from St. Louis under date of 
March 4: 

Mark Baldwin. instead of going to Hot Springs. as 
was reported, yesterday remained over and defied 
President Von der Ahe to do his worst. As the boss 
President could not conviace the Prosecuting Attor- 
ney that Baldwin could conspire by himself, no 
warrant was issued. It is now stated that Baldwin is 
after Comiskey and Silver King. and that Von der 
Ahe’s wrath was on account of that fact. Baldwin 
refuses to deny or confirm the rumor. 

It's a2 to 1 shot, though, said he to-night, 
„that Comiskey will be in the League before the 
opening of the season. You will notice that he has 
been keeping very quiet since the war broke out.’’ 
Baldwin says he will stay here until his migsion is 
accomplished, whenever that may be. 

Capt. Comiskey, after reading the dispatch, 
said: ‘‘So Baldwin says it’s a2 to 1 shot that 
I'll be in the League before the season starts. 
Well, I’m not in the contract-jumping busi- 
ness, and Baldwin ought to be better em- 
ployed. When a man signs a contract and 
obligates himself to carry it out, whether it’s 
for $1 or $10,000, he ought to respect his honor, 
and have character and manhood enough to 
stand by it. If he breaks it,and induces 
others to do the same, he must expect to 
suffer the consequences. 

A SIGNIFICANT MESSAGE. 

The Cincinnati Enquirer of yesterday pub- 
lishes the following telegram from New York, 
which indicates that either Brooklyn intends 
deserting the League or wants St. Louis to 
desert the Association: 

The National League has a hen on, 
Whether she will be able to captivate the 
American Association. rooster, however, is 
stillan open question. After the League ad- 
journed at 2 Oo clock in the Fifth Avenue Hotel 
this afternoon Messrs. F. A. Abell of Brook- 
lyn, J. Palmer O’Neil of Pittsburg, and Frank 
DeH. Robison of Cleveland had a quiet 
confab in Parlor J with ex-President 
Allen W. Thurman of the ASs0- 
ciation. Anair of mystery has characterized 
the proceedings of the League’s three days’ 
session. On Tuesday the delegates had a 
first-class row among themselves. The ques- 
tion of expediency relative to establishing a 
rival club to the Association in Cincinnati 
was the cause. Yesterday they cooled down, 
and apparently hit upon some plan of pro- 
cedure that was agreeable to all. 

Everything was as serene as a summer day 
at the conclusion to-day. Exactly what the 
adopted plan is no one outside of the sacred 
council of the League knows. The uguirer 
this morning, however, is able to print a 
highly significant telegram which indicates a 
desire on the part of the League to reopen 
negotiations with at least one Association 


club. Here it is: 
NEW Tonk, March 5, 1891. 
ais Sod Von Der Ahe, St. Louis Base Ball Club, St. 
tis: 

Come to New York immediately. Important for 
your interests. Come directly to my house. Wire 
me when you will reach here. Answer. 

F. A. ABELL. 

In sending this telegram, Mr, Abell, whois 
one of the squarest capitalists connected with 
base ball, was undoubtedly working for the 
League, with its knowledge and consent. He 
is friendly with the Association men, with 
whom he was once a business partner; he is 
emphatically opposed tothe action of some 
of the League clubsin signing players under 


contract tothe Association, and he does not 


mince words in condemning the League’s 
tricky policyin dealing with the owners of 
clubs in other organizations. 

Careful inquiry to-day, nowever, failed to 
reveal any other Association magnate who 
had received a telegram similar tothe one 
sent to Mr. von der Ahe. This fact gave rise 
to the surmise thatthe League intended to 
apply the same ‘‘conference’’ dose to the As- 
sociation that it did to the Players’ 
last October. A soiled reputation has its dis- 
advantages. Inthe present case the League 
may de as innocent asa dove; but its past 
record, inthe absence of aknown motive, 
must besearched foran explanation of the 
von der Ahe telegram. Perhaps the League 
merely wants to induce President Von der 
Ahe to bring his St. Louis clubinto the 
League until it can get a decision in the suit 
which it proposes to bring against Al John- 
son’s Cincinnati Club. This is pure conjec- 
ture, but it is not unwarranted by the circum.- 
stances.

with no legal existence. Previous to the 
formation of the corporation, and the trans- 
fer of the property to its newcomer s, there 
was a kind of advisory authority granted to 
the so-called ‘National Association of Trot- 
ting Horse Breeders’ by me, but this author- 
ity was limited to the investigation of dis- 
puted pedigrees in the register and nothing 
more. This advisory authority, Whatever may 
have been its scope and extent, ceased to 
exist when the property ceased to belong to 
me individually and the register company 
never renewed it in any form.; Considering 
that neither the Board of Cehsors nor the 
society they represented o a single 
share of stock in the com we were not 
quite ready to surrender, for the next demand 
would be for control of the cagh book. This 
ended all real or implied authority of the 
society presided over by Mr. Mali, in the mat- 
ters of the Wallace Trotting Register Co. 

The profits the year closing Oct. 1, 1890, 
were $12,000, and in order to make the divi- 
dends as large as possible, my own salary 
was $15 a week, and the strictest economy 
was practiced throughout in the manage- 
ment ofthe business. Whether the property 
is worth it or not, it is true that I have been 
offered $200,000 and refused to take it. 

Mr. Wallace said that the present move was 
the third attempt that had been made to take 
the register from him. The other two had 
failed and he had no fears of the result of the 
present fight. He did not pro pose to be sand- 
bagged and told to deliver his property or it 
would be ruined. 

THE SUBURBAN PROSPECTS. 

Now that the declarations have been made 
forthe Suburban and Brooklyn Handicaps 
lovers ofthe turf are already beginning to 
discuss the chances of the various candidates 
entered for these big events. There are al- 
ways several winter books openedon those 
races in different sections of the country and 
the betting is always very heavy. Here is 
what Counsellor' has to say about the big 
Sheepshead Bay event: 

Suburban declarations have been sur- 
prisingly few, and with the elimination of 
Kingston, Eon, Potomac, Worth, Bolero, 
Westchester and Fellowcharm, the race does 
not suffer toany appreciable extent. Kings- 
ton’s entire career shows that he has never 
been an ‘‘early’’ horse, and as a matter of 
fact, so precarious was his condition appa- 
rently last fall at the Brooklyn track, when 
Tournament so nearly beat him, that few 
good judges then expected to see him 
until the season of 1891 had been well ad- 
vanced. Every race-goer remembers how 
easily he succumbed to Los Angeles last sum- 
mer at Saratoga, and with a horse like this 
age does not heip him any.

Senator Ingalls on Our “Painted Pageants 
of the Deep. 

NEw Tonk, March 7.—The chief topic of dis- 
cussion at places of resort down town last 
night was the article printed in Truth over 
the signature of John J. Ingalls. The ex- 
Kansas Senator gives his views of the Amert- 
can navy, and attacks the policy of expend- 
ing millions of money on coast defenses. 
And in passing he gives the tail of the British 
lion a decided twist. The article follows: 

The annual shriek about our defenseless coasts and 
the bombardment of New York, Philadelphia and 
Boston has been emitted. The yearly pamphlet de- 
scribing the blood-curdling incidents and the ap- 
palling consequences of the war with Chiliand Spain 
in 1905 has been sent to each Senator and Repre- 
sentative in Congress. The editorial estimates in the 
metropolitan press of the amount of property within 
reach of an Italian ironclad in the lower bay and of 
the ransom that could be extorted from the mer- 
chants and bankers have all been submitted and are 
filed away for use again in 1892. Their purpose is to 
reconcile the people to the passage of the naval ap- 
propriation bill and to enormous and profligate ex- 
penditures in time of peace for ships, fortifications 
and munitions of war. 

The capacity of the United States to create a navy 
inan emergency was demonstrated in the Rebellion. 
The duel between the Monitor and the Merrimac in 
Hampton Roads revolutionized naval warfare, and 
the problem has since been to construct armor that 
no projectile could penetrate, and then invent pro- 
jectiles that no armor could resist. European nations 


hitherto, and the ships of 1880 are already obsolete 
and antiquated for attack or defense. Dynamite and 
other explosives complicate the situation, and the 
navy that we are now building at a cost of 
$50,000,000 will be as worthless in 1900 
as Roman galleys. England, France and Ital 
would gladly sell us their fleets at 50 percent o 
their cost. If we are to depend upon a navy for pro- 
tection we must have ships enough to assembie at 
every vulnerable point a force as large as could be 
dispatche d against it. The millions we are squander- 
ing on vessels that are sent on idle errands in 
**squadrons of evolution,’’ painted pageants of the 
deep,’’ had better be spent for earthworks and pow- 
erful guns to command every roadstead, channel and 
harbor from which a hostile fleet could or 
assail. 

Is there any necessity for spending millions every 
year for navaldefense orany justification for the

Our policy is pacific. We have no colonies nor 
dependencies nor entangling alliances. Wars break 
out unexpectedly, it is true, sometimes, but from 
what quarter can danger be rationally agticipated ?

IT WAS AN ACCIDENT. 


Facts Brought Out at the Inquest on Peter 
O. Fleming. 

It has now been definitely determined that 
Peter C. Fleming met an accidental death. 
Mr. Fleming shot himself in the head about 8 
o’clock Thursday evening at his residence at 
4451 Easton avenue, and died five hours later 
from the effect of the wound inflicted. The 
theory of suicide was at first advanced, but 
was set aside by the testimony taken by Dep- 
uty Coroner Meade at the inquest held last 
evening. Mrs. Lizzie Fleming, the wife of 
the deceased, said her husband was in good 
health and splendid spirits. He laughed and 
joked with his sisters-in-law, who were with 
them at supper. When they had gone, he 
remarked to his wife that the snow would 
prevent his working at his trade the follow- 
ing day and suggested that they go into the 
country, at the same time remarking that it 
would de splendid weather for a 
rabbit hunt. Just as

nition ready. A few minutes later she heard 
the shot, and on returning found her hus- 
band unconscious on the floor. By. his side 
was the revolver 
fatal shot had been fired. The shot - 
gun, shells and ammunition were scattered 
about on the dresser and floor. Fleming died 
shortly after 100’clock the following morn- 
ing. The bullet had not entered his brain, 
but glanced offon the skull. Death resulted 
fromthe concussion.
